Staff-Sergt. Heatherington and Const. Rock- 
well left on Tuesday for Stony Paul’s 
reserve to be present during the payment of 
treaty.

Harrison went to White Whale lake on a 
tour of inspection. 


A BRANCH from a white currant bush from 
the garden of Alex. Taylor, heavily laden 
with the fully formed and dead ripe fruit, 
was laid on our table on Tuesday. Mr. 
Taylor states that the yield of small fruits 
this year promises to surpass that of any 
previous year during his lengthy residence 
in this district. He has been forced to 
prop up all his fruit bearing bushes to pre- 
vent their breaking with the weight of 
their yield. 

WE have been asked to inform the public 
that in all suspected cases of contagious 
diseases, such as glanders among horses, 
tuberculosis and lumby jaw among cattle, 
scab among sheep, or hog cholera, tae 
nearest mounted police constable should be 
at once notified, when the necessary steps 
will be taken to prevent spread of the 
disease. This procedure will save consider- 
able time, as all such cases now reported to 
the department of agriculture are referred 
to the North-West mounted police for in- 
vestigation and action. 

Murpock SuTHERLAND and Charlie Bar- 
ber, an early California miner, arrived on 
Monday from a long prospecting trip 
through the mountains in the vicinity of the 
Jasper Pass. Sutherland and another com- 
panion were trapping and trading during 
the winter with the Indians near the Pass 
and after the spring opened he and Charlie 
Barber went on a long progpect into the 
almost unexplored regions of the Smokey 
River. The trip was onze fraught with 
hardships but the results fully compensated 
them for their labors, though they are na- 
turally somewhat reticent about making 
pnblic the exact results. They with D. E. 
Noyes are preparing to start back immed- 
iately and will take a large supply of pro- 
visions to last them some time. 

Tue muchiy debated question of the 
market site is settled for the present and 
probably for an indefinate time. The offer 
of the town to Mr. Heiminck was not 
accepted by him as he did not consider the 
profiered sum a fair price for the property 
and other adyantages which the town 
would acquire, as stated in his letter, which 
appears in the report of the council meeting 
in another column. Mr. Heiminck, there- 
fore, refused the offer of the tewn and made 
a new offer, the principal features of which 
were the addition of another $1000 to the 
price and the stipulation that the town 
should pay its own costs in the appeal suit 
which it lately won at Regina. This offer 
was immediately and unanimously refused, 
and the matter, therefore, remains in che 
condition in which it was before any 
negotiations were entered into. It was the 
intention and desire of the council, as 
stated last night, to get the matter in such 
a position that the ratepayers could decide 
it themselves by their votes, but this is 
now impossible as the offer which was made 
by the town with that end in view was re- 
fused and the question is therefore finally 
dropped.

APPARENTLY A MURDER. 


Word was received by the police 
yesterday to the efect that a murder 
had been committed on the Indian Re- 
serve ab Stony Plain, the victim being 
a squaw from the reserve. 

On receipt of the information Const. 
Harding and isterpreter Couture were 
sent out to investigate the truth of the 
report. Thev left last evening and on 
arriving at the scene of the supposed 
tragedy found that the report was un- 
fortunately only tco true. 

The body of the Indian. woman was 
found lying in the rear of an old shack. 
She had apparently been dead a nam- 
ber of hours when found. Her long 
hair was wound around her throat as 
though some one had done it with the 
intention of strangling her, while her 
throat and neck bore other signs of 
violence, proving almost beyond a 
doubt that the unfortunate woman had 
been murdered. Harding remained at 
the reserve while the 
brought the word to town and Dr. 
Braithwaite and another detachment of 
police left to-day for the scene. A 
post mortem examination will be held 
to-night by Dr. Braithwaite to ascertain 
the exact-cause of death. 

The murder, if if turns out to be 
such, is supposed to have been com- 
mitted by an Indian who was living 
with the woman. It is not yet known 
whether he has fled to evade arrest or 
not, as according to tie last word receiv- 
ed in tuwn his whereabouts had not 
yet been ascertained,

THE GLOBE ON RAILWAY DIS 
CRIMINATION. 


Toronto,July 7.—The Globe on railway 
discrimination says: Discriminations | 
increase the value of American farms 
and lessen the value of farms in the 
Dominion. They build up agricultural 
industry in a foreign country commer- 
cially hostile as far as it knows how to 
be, while they not only depress our 
own agriculture with the burdens of 
generous subveution, but impose dis- 
crimination of freight rates on-~ its 
products.

LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 

The present is a favorable season for 
crops at Lesser Slave lake as elsewhere 
throughout the Northwest, but owing 
to there always having been an abun- 
dance of fish and game in that district 
no attempt has yet been made to farm 
on aiarge scale. The people have a 
good many horses, cattle and hogs ; the 
former pawing their living all winter as 
do those of Peace River. Fish are still 
sufficient at Lesser Slave lake, but are 
said to be decreasing noticably. Rab- 
bits and lynx were _ plentifal last 
winter and the Indians did well. 


Although the water was high in both 
the Peace and the Athabasca last 
spring, it was very low in Lesser Slave 
lake which lies between the two. The 
water of the Athabasca, however, back- 
ed up the Slave river so that the rapids 
in its lower course were scarcely notice- 
able. 

Three policemen and an interpreter 
have been sent to Slave lake to take 
care of parties who set out poison or 
bush fires, or who trade whiskey. 
Owing chiefly to an idea that the police 
are being sent in to enforce the game 
laws against the Indians, the In- 
dians are-said to object to their pre- 
sence. But it is not expected that 
their objections will take serious shape 
if the game laws are not enforced. 
This is a time when the utmost care is 
needed in establishing the authority of 
law in the vast new country of the 
Matters have reached a pitch 
when the assertion of authority on the 
part of the government is absolutely 
necessary throughout the Mackenzie 
basin. It is to be hoped that the 
mistakes which proceeded ’69 and °85

PEACE RIVER CROSSING. 


At the junction of the Smoky with 
the Peace river, and the point ‘at whieh 
the cart road from Lesser Slave lake 
reaches the south bank of Peace river, 
is becoming a considerable agricultural 
settlement, thanks greatly to the ex- 
ertions of Rev. J. Gough Brick, who a 
number of years ago established a 
church of England mission and started 
a farm on the flat a few miles above 
the crossing. There are now seven 
fair sized farms under cultivation there 
besides a number of small patches 
worked by Indians and half breeds, 
For sevezal seasons past the weather 
has been too dry for successful crops. 
The year before last was a total failure 
and last year gave a scanty return. To 
overcome this difficulty permanently 
Messrs. T. A. Brick, C. St. Germain 
and McFarlane & Harris have dug 
irrigation ditches, which brings water 
from creeks flowing frem the upland on 
to their lands. In St. Germain’s case 
he had no creek, but dug a well which 
overflowed and now irrigates his field. 
This season, however, there has been 
ample rain, and wheat was two feet in 
height and looking well on June 20th. 


The past winter was not severe at 
the crossing and owing to the early dis- 
appearance of the snow a poor spring 
hunt was made by the Indiaas. This 
made the traders return lighter than 
was expected. 


Very little gold mining was done on 
the Peace river last season, the miners 
turning their attention rather to trap- 
ping, tradisg and farming. 

Mocse were plentiful last winter 
, throughout Peace river and consequent- 
| ly there was no starvation amongst the 
| Indians as there was in the Athabasca 
| region.

By-Law No, 141. 


A By-Law respecting the cost of certain iocal im- 
| provements made during the current year. 


Whereas, nder and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of *‘ The Municipal Ordinance,” Part 7, Secti7n 
5, a petition duly signed, was presented to the 
Municipal Council of the Municipality of the Town 
of Edmonton, asking that there be made asa local 
improvement, a plank sidewalk, six feet wide, 
with the usual crossings, upon the east side of 
Namayo Avenue, one of the public streets of 
the Municipality, from the south-west corner 
of Lot 32,in Biock 3, in River Lot 12, Edmonton, 
to the north-west corner of Lot 21, in Block 32, 
in the same River Lot. 


And whereas, the said local improyemeut has 
been made, the cxpenditure therefor having been 
met by means of temporary advances or loans 
effecteu in pursuance of ** The Municipal Ordinance,” 
Part 7, Section 3, sub-section (d). 


And whereas, in order to provide means for the 
repaying of the said“ temporary advances or loans, 
it is now necessary to ascertain what portion, if any, 
of the cost of the said local improvement, shou'd be 
borne by the Municipality at large, and what is the 
probable life of the said local improvement and to 
provide for the assessment by way of speciai front- 
age assessment of the cost or portion of the cost of 
the said lecal improvement, upon the lands fro: ting 
on the street or place whereon, or wherein the said 
local improveraent has been made, and for the 
levying of such cost or portion thereof, by a special 
rate upon such lands, and for regulating the time or 
times, and manner in which the rates for the said 
locai improvement are to be paid. 


Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
pality of the Town of Edmonton, in council 
assembled, enact as follows : 


1. The Standing Committee of the Ceuncil on 
Pablic Works shall forthwith consider the said 
petition, and the resolutions of the Council passed 
in respect therzof, and the work actually done in 
pursuance thereof, and the accounts of the ex- 
penditure made therefor, and all the other matters 
necessary to enable the said committee to make a 
report to the Council which shall set forth and 
certify : 

(a) The probable lifetime of the said improve- 
ment. 


(b) The actual cost of the said improvement. 


(c) The portion (if any) of the cost to be borne 
by the Municipality at large. 

(d) The portion of the cost to be provided by 
special frontage assessment. 

{e) The frontage of the property upon which the 
special frontage assessment is to be levied, stated in 
lineal fees. 

(f) The rates of special frontage assessment per 
foot frontage. 


(zg) The amount chargeable to each lot or parcel 
of land assessed according to the rate per foot 
frontage. 

(b) The value of the laud chargeable with the 
special frontage rate (exclusive of all improvements 
thereon). 


2. The Council shail forthwith consider the said 
report and adopt the same, with such amendments, 
if any, as they shall deem proper, and thereupon, 
the seyeral properties affecte1 are hereby declared 
to be assessed, and the assessor of the Municipality 
is hereby directed to assess the same in accordance 
with the terms ef the report so adopted. 


$. The time and manner of payment of the 
amount of the assessment, shall be as follows: The 
amount of the assessment shall be payable in such 
number of equal consecutive annual payments as 
shall correspond with the number of years which 
shall haye been certified to be the probable lifetime 
of the improvement, together with a further equal 
annual gum, such that the total annual payment 
shall t2 sufficient to cover the annual interest on the 
principal, at the rate of six per cent., payable half 
yearly, and to forin a sinking fund for the payment 
of the principal, based on a calculation of interest 
being received therecn at the rate ef five per cent. 
yearly, 

4. Assoonas the Council shall have appointed 
a time and place when and where the Council will 
sit as a Court of Revisien for the confirmation of the 
special frontage assessment 80 made (which the 
Council shall forthwith do hy resolution) the 
assessor of the Municipality shall give notice to all 
parties interested, in pursuance of the Municipai 
Ordinsnee, Part 7, Section 10, which notice may be 
in the form or to the effect of Schedule A. to this 
By-Law.

VERITILLION. 

A. lL. Brick, of Brick Bros. who 
artived from Peace River last week, 
spent the winter at Vermillion Fort 
and settlement on Peace River about 
300 miles down stream from Peace 
River crossing ond about 200 miles 
further north, the latitude being about 
541, 400 miles north of Edmonton, or 
750 miles north 
boundary. 

The settlement at Vermillion in- 
cludes some twelve or fourteen iarms of 
which the two largest belong to the 
brothers, E J. & H. H. Lawrence, who 
originally came from the eastern town- 


ships of Quebec. The other

a good stock of cattle, hogs and horses, 
with farm machinery as well. The 
missions of the Church of England and 
of the Roman Catholic church -have 
farms, and the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. Wheat, barley and potatoes 
are the principal crops, Oats are also 
cultivated. The wheat crop of the 
selilement last season amounted to 
about 2,000 bushels, and the barley to 
between 3,900 and 1,000 bushels.

did not close until Nov. 4th. The 
usual time is about October 25th. 
Snow did not come to stay until the 


end of November. The only severe 
weather was for a few days in January 
when the thermometer went down to 
29 below. In the spring the snow 
went off about the 18th of April, which 
is earlier than usual, it generally lying 
until the first cf May. The river 
broke on April 22nd, which is earlier 
than usual. It generally breaks about 
the first week of May. The river was 
exceptionally high this spring. Mr. 
Brick and party left Vermillion for 
Peace river crossing on May 31st and 
had to pole up stream nearly the whole 
of the 300 miles as the water was too 
far up the banks to allow of track- 
ing. Sometimes they could only pole 
on oue sideand had to row on the 
other. 

T. D. Wilson, at one time of Ed-- 
monton, is in charge of the H. B. Co. 
post at Vermillion. 


Vermillion is an important trading 
point as well as being suitable for farm- 
ing, and both traders and settlers feel 
the need of mail communication very 
greatly. While the amount of matter 
to be carried might not pay in postage 
the cost of the service, there is no 
doubt that a regular service of four 
times a year would be of great material 
advantage to thedevelopment of the 
district both in trading and farming,and 
should receive the early attention of 
the post office department.
